FLORENCE EARLE COATES 


When the Peace Jubilee Committee turned 
to the Quaker City for a poet to celebrate the 
advent of peace the inevitable choice was Mrs. 
Coates. She has rarely published prose and 
she stands for lyric poetry as does no other author 
of the city. Her poems have had wide cur- 
rency, through the principal magazines, from 
which they have been copied endlessly in the 
press at home and abroad. Her gift isdistinctly 
lyric with the pathetic vibration born of in- 
wardness. She was the friend of Matthew 
Arnold, not only in the sense of holding close 
association with him and his family, but in 
the sense of dicipleship as well. Her poems 
are her own distinctly, but she derives from 
Arnold, as did he, from the pastoral Greeks. 

Mrs. Coates is a native of Philadelphia, 
which apart from her reputation, renders fit 
her choiceas Jubilee poet. She was educated 
chiefly at the school of Theodore D. Weld, in 
New England, and afterwards in the Convent 
of the Sacred Heart at Paris. She also re- 
ceived instructions at Brussels, where she lived 
for over a year. Her artistic endowment in- 
cluded music as well as poetry and in this art 
she achieved remarkable proficiency, but her 
ultimate expression was verse, and music is 
now but a voiceless passion. Many of Mrs. 
Coates’s poems have been set to music, a treat- 
ment to which they particularly lend them- 
selves. ‘‘ I Love and the World Is Mine ’’ is 
one of the most noted of these. Her gift of 


dramatic expression is marked. She renders 
Shakespeare with grace, power and illumi- 
nating interpretation, and she is no less lucid 
in rendering the difficult dramatic effects of 
Robert Browning. Those who have heard her 
read at the Browning Society of Philadelphia, 
of which she has for three years been the 
honored president, retain impressions of dra- 
matic grasp and depth rarely equalled saving 
by such readers as Fanny Kemble or 
Lady Martin. 

Mrs. Coates has done much for the intel- 
lectual advancement of Philadelphia. Her 
leadership of the society for general literary 
study, miscalledthe Browning, is but one of 
her many connections. She belongs to all the 
important woman’s clubs, and deriving her 
lineage from four of the ‘‘ Mayflower ’’ pil- 
grims, she is naturally a member of the 
Colonial Dames and kindred organizations. 
Through her husband, Mr. Edward H. Coates, 
President of the Pennsylvania Academy of 
the Fine Arts, she comes into touch with the 
abundant artistic life of the city. 

Thus far Mrs. Coates has published but one 
volume, the Poems issued by Houghton, 
Mifflin and Company, this year. These have 
had ample appreciation from the press and 
from more intimate critics whose verdict is 
weightier. Her single prose essay was a paper 
on Matthew Arnold, which appeared in the 
Century.

NOTES FROM BOSTON

The literary editor of one of the Chicago 
weeklies was in Boston the other day and was 
struck by the central position which the 
Granary Burying Ground seems to hold to the 
literary center of the city. She went to 
Houghton and Mifflin’s: many of the offices— 
Mr. Mifflin’s, Mr. Smith’s—look down on 
the dead, quietly sleeping. She went to 
Lamson, Wolffe and Company’s and lo! Mr. 
Lamson’s office looks down into the abode 
of the departed. She went to Small, Maynard 
and Company’s and found the office of Z77me 
and the Hour facing those who'd naught to do 
with time and the hour. She went to Ginn 
and Company’s and the sunshine that flooded 
Mr. Ginn’s cheerful sanctum slanted across 
the homes:of those who lie low in the dark- 
ness. ‘Then she met Judge Grant on the 
street and he asked her if she had been to see 
Boston’s pet library—that quiet house of 
exclusive culture, the Athenzeum—and when 
she said she had not seen it, he offered to be 
her cicerone, and when with awe and bated

breath she stepped into its fascinating and 
venerable hall, she found that its alcoved 
windows also looked down into the same 
hallowed precincts. Just beyond, Tremont 
Street, from which, to the infinite incon- 
venience of all lazy folk, the tram-tracks have 
been removed, hums with its hurrying crowds, 
but the little city of the dead—where Boston’s 
bluest ancestors repose—separates it from the 
quiet shades of literature. Then she went to 
the beautiful new building of the Con- 
gregationalists, with its four bas-reliefs, and 
here also the back rooms, devoted to editorial 
purposes, derived their quiet and their light 
from this God’s acre in the heart of the city. 
But it took Chicago to teach Boston that Ben 
Franklin is buried in Philadelphia and not in 
the Granary Burial Ground ! 

A little less than a decade ago Mr. Arthur 
W. Dow, under the influence of the Curator 
of the Japanese Department of the Art 
Museum, believing that literalism was too 
prevalent in our treatment of painting, and

It is only a second step by imagination’s 
seven-league boots from Mauna Loa to Fuji- 
No-yama, and I have lying before me the ad- 
vance sheets of Mr. Lafcadio Hearn’s new 
book, ‘‘ Exotics and Retrospections,’’ which is 
issued not by Houghton, Mifflin and Com- 
pany, but by Little, Brown and Company. 
He says that so much has been written of 
Fuji, the stories of its rising out of the earth 
in a single night,—of the shower of pierced 
jewels once flung down from it,—of the first 
temple built upon its summit eleven hundred 
years ago,—of the Luminous Maiden that 
lured to the crater an Emperor, who was never 
seen afterward, but is still worshipped at a 
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little shrine erected on the place of his vanish- 
ing,—of the sand that daily rolled down by 
pilgrim feet nightly re-ascends to its former 
position,—that he feels he has nothing left to 
tell except his own experience in climbing it. 
Alas! how its beauty vanishes as one comes 
nearer and nearer to its lofty crown. Even 
when only six thousand feet, or a little less 
than half way up, Mr. Hearn says: 


‘*Fuji has ceased to be blue of any shade. It is 


black,—charcoal black,—a frightful extinct heap of 
visible ashes and cinders and slaggy lava.

of the green has disappeared. Likewise all of the 
illusion. The tremendous naked black reality,— 
always becoming more sharply, more grimly, more 
atrociously defined,—is a stupefaction, a nightmare. 

. , Above—miles above—the snow patches glare 
and gleam against that blackness,—hideously. I 
think of a gleam of white teeth I once saw in a skull, 
—a woman's skull,—otherwise burnt toa sooty crisp.”’ 


One of the stations is called Ni go-goseki, 
which sounds like Pigeon English. This is 
the view from station No. 8, height 10,693 
feet : 

‘* Tired as Iam, I cannot but limp to the doorway 
to contemplate the amazing prospect. From within 
a few feet of the threshold, the ghastly slope of rocks 
and cinders drops down into a prodigious disk of 
clouds miles beneath us,—clouds of countless forms, 
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but mostly wreathings and fluffy pilings;—and the 
whole huddling mass, reaching almost to the horizon, 
is blinding white under the sun. (By the Japanese, 
this tremendous cloud-expanse is well named Wata- 
no-l'mt, ‘* the Sea of Cotton.’’) The horizon itself— 
enormously risen, phantasmally expanded—seems 
half-way up above the world: a wide luminous belt 
ringing the hollow vision. Hollow, I call it, because 
extreme distances below the sky-line are sky-colored 
and vague,—so that the impression you receive is not 
of being ona point under a vault, but of being upon 
a point rising into a stupendous blue sphere, of which 
*this huge horizon would represent the equatorial 
zone. Toturn away from such a spectacle is not 
possible. I watch and watch until the dropping sun 
changes the colors,—turning the Sea of Cotton into a 
Fleece of Gold. MHalf-round the horizon a yellow 
glory grows and burns. Here and there beneath it, 
through cloudrifts, colored vaguenesses define: I 
now see golden water, with long purple headlands 
reaching into it, with ranges of violet peaks throng- 
ing behind it ;—these glimpses curiously resembling 
portions of a tinted topographical map. Yet most 
of the landscape is pure delusion. Even my guides, 
with their long experience and their eagle-sight, can 
scarcely distinguish the real from the unreal ;—for 
the blue and purple and violet clouds moving under 
the Golden Fleece, exactly mock the outlines and 
the tones of distant peaks and capes: you can detect 
what is vapor only by its slowly shifting shape. . 
Brighter and brighter glows the gold. Shadows come 
from the west,—shadows flung by cloud-pile over 
cloud-pile; and these, like evening shadows upon 
snow, are violaceous blue. Then orange- 
tones appear in the horizon ; then smouldering crim- 
son. And now the greater part of the Fleece of Gold 
has changed to cotton again,—white cotton mixed 
with pink. Stars thrill out. The cloud-waste 
uniformly whitens ;—thickening and packing to the 
horizon. The west glooms. Night rises; and all 
things darken except that wondrous unbroken world- 
round of white,—the Sea of Cotton.’’ 


And at last he reaches the top : 


‘* Twelve thousand feet, and something,—the top! 
Time, 8: 204.m. . . Stone huts ; Shinto shrine 
with torii; icy well, called the Spring of Gold ; stone 
tablet bearing a Chinese poem and the design of a 
tiger ; rough walls of lava blocks round these things, 
—possibly for protection against the wind, Then the 
huge dead crater,—probably between a quarter of a 
mile and half-a-mile wide, but shallowed up to within 
three or four hundred feet of the verge by volcanic 
detritus,—a cavity horrible even in the tones of its 
yellow crumbling walls, streaked and stained with 
every hue of scorching. I perceive that the trail of 
straw sandals ends 77 the crater. Some hideous over- 
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hanging cusps of black lava—like the broken edges 
of a monstrous cicatrix—project on two sides several 
hundred feet above the opening ; but I certainly shall 
not take the trouble to climb them. Yet these,— 
seen through the haze of a hundred miles,—through 
the soft illusion of blue spring-weather,—appear as 
the opening snowy petals of the bud of the Sacred 
Lotos! . . . Nospotin this world can be more 
horrible, more atrociously dismal, than the cindered 
tip of the Lotos as you stand upon it. 

But the view—the view for a hundred leagues,— 
and the light of the far faint dreamy world,—and the 
fairy vapors of morning,—and the marvellous wreath- 
ings of cloud: all this, and only this, consoles me for 
the labor and the pain. Other pilgrims, 
earlier climbers,—poised upon the highest crag, with 
faces turned to the tremendous East,—are clapping 
their hands in Shinto prayer, saluting the mighty 
Day. . . . The immense poetry of the moment 
enters into me witha thrill. I know that the colossal 
vision before me has already become a memory 
ineffaceable,—a memory of which no _ luminous 
detail can fade till the hour when thought itself must 
fade, and the dust of these eyes be mingled with the 
dust of the myriad million eyes that also have looked, 
in ages forgotten before my birth, from the summit 
supreme of Fuji to the Rising of the Sun.’’ 

Such a glow of words excuses one for citing 
somuch! Who has not wished to climb Fuji 
San, and here it is done by a poet for your 
proxy ! 

But I am at the endof my space and I have 
a number of fascinating passages for filling 
in from Howard Thayer Kingsbury’s trans- 
lation of Cyrano de Bergerac, published by 
Lamson, Wolffe and Company. Mr. Kings- 
bury used blank verse to represent the rimed 
Alexandrines and he translates the lyrics into 
similar form. The fact that Mr. Richard 
Mansfield accepted this version would seem to 
set a seal of superiority on it. 

Small, Maynard and Co. are to publish the 
Dooley papers, those amusing conversations 
in Irish dialect that Mr. F. Peter Dunne, the 
managing editor of the Chicago /ournal, has 
been contributing to his paper. They will be 
entitled ‘‘ Mr. Dooley in Peace and in War.’’ 
The author has added an introduction. I 
must mention the fascinating edition of ‘‘ The 
House of the Seven Gables,’’ illustrated by 
the four Miss Cowles, and published by 
Houghton, Mifflin and Co. Also their fully 
illustrated ‘‘ Life of Our Lord in Art,’’ which 
Miss Estelle M. Hurll, of New Bedford, has 
written. It ought to be a most popular gift- 
book.

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WITH THE NEW BOOKS

Mr. James Fullarton Muirhead in his ‘‘ Land 
of Contrasts’’ interprets and expresses the 
new English attitude toward us. These books, 
by the traveling Englishman were once all un- 
favorable, now they are all the other way, and 
English newspaper criticism is moving in the 
same direction. But unlike most of these 
critics, Mr. Muirhead is equipped. He knows 
his America. He wrote the American ‘‘ Baede- 
ker.’’ He has married here. But more than 
this, he has for twenty years taken seriously 
the business of investigation and expression. 
From his articles, nearly twenty years ago, in 
the ‘‘ Encyclopedia Britannica,’’ on his work 
has been careful, methodical, erudite, precise, 
and possessing the broad view of the master of 
many lands and tongues. His book then is 
not one of personal impression and experience, 
though it has both these, but a close, keen 
penetrating analysis of the current play of 
American social forces. It will be a treasure- 
trove to the Macaulay of the twenty-first 
century, though it is not necessary to wait two 
hundred years to find it bright and teaching. It 
is hopeful. All the books by people who really 
understand this country are hopeful. Mr. 
Muirhead coming to his work with a Baede- 
kerian detachment sees how true, free and 
healthy is our better social growth and how 
skin-deep is our corruption. The truth is we 
have pimples for the same reason as a growing 
boy or girl—because we have not digested our 
hasty meals of new population. Like most of 
the citizens of a country which has annexed 
eleven million square miles in a century or so, 
Mr. Muirhead believes that we ought to keep 
all our national activities at home. 


In ‘‘ The True Benjamin Franklin’’ Mr. 
Sydney George Fisher has devoted a chapter, 
‘‘ Religion and Morals,’’ to the scandalous and 
seamy side of a great man’s life. Mr. Fisher 
has done this with the sincere purpose of tell- 
ing all the historical truth; but no good 
purpose is served by this, much harm done, 
and the perspective of a national hero’s life 
altogether lost. Great men are known not by 
their weakness, but by their strength. Nor, is 
there risk, as Mr. Fisher suggests in his preface, 
that the world will be injured by thinking 
too well of its great men. In these matters, a 
judicious reticence is as wise and seemly in 
history as in the ordinary affairs of daily life. 
With the exception of this chapter, Mr. 


Fisher’s ‘‘ analytical method,’’ which in 
successive chapters take up the varied 
phases of Franklin’s career, furnishes the most 
vivid portraiture yet written of perhaps the 
greatest American. There are flaws,—the 
passage about the quest for Episcopal orders 
by the American Protestant Church being, for 
instance, as infelicitous in expression as it 
appears to be ignorantin fact; but Mr. Fisher 
has handled his material with great skill and 
literary ability. His perception of current 
conditions is keen, he preserves a certain 
poise ; he is never dull, and there is scarcely a 
page from which the well-read American will 
not learn ; and to the unread this work will be 
a revelation of the interest which can be 
infused in the dull colonial annals of a pro- 
vincial port. ‘‘ The True Benjamin Franklin ’”’ 
displays the same grip of fact, the same fearless 
opinion and the same capacity for making a 
given historical situation real as were apparent 
in the previous volumes from the most original 
historical writer Pennsylvania has yet pro- 
duced.

Mr. Cy Warman, in ‘‘ The Story of the Rail- 
road,’’ has told the tale of bridging the conti- 
nent by the Pacific railroads, from the fights 
with the Indians to the fights between the 
railroads. Mr. Warman has left out all that 
is dull, technical, legal and statistical and put 
in all that is interesting and adventurous. 
The result is a book boys will read and from 
which men will learn.

The Amherst Eclipse Expedition of 1897 
owed its existence and transportation to the 
liberality of Mr. Arthur Curtiss James, who, 
as so often happens here, did for science, by 
private gift, what is done abroad by the 
national treasury. His yacht, the ‘‘ Coronet,’’ 
carried the expedition to Japan, where at 
Esashi on Yezo, there were made observations 
chiefly directed to the study of the corona. 
‘*Corona and Coronet,’’ by Mrs. Mabel Loomis 
Todd, narrates the non-scientific history of an 
expedition which the clouds robbed of its 
expected scientific value. Of the three hun- 
dred and eighty-three pages in the book one 
hundred or so are occupied with the scene of 
observation among the Ainus. The rest isa 
pleasant, gossippy narrative, in lecture-style, of 
the voyage out and back, and the book asa 
whole ranks with those books of travel whose 
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interest turns on the personal equation. Mrs. 
Todd made an ethnological collection of Ainu 
material, reproduces several photographs, and 
describes the Ainu on familiar lines. The 
notes on various folk music heard are of 
special value. 

‘“Human Immortality,’’ by  Proressor 
William James, is the kind of book thoughtful 
people, after reading, buy to give away to 
their thoughtful friends. In about the space 
of three newspaper columns, Mr. James shows 
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valuable or so full of useful fact to any one 
really desirous of accurate knowledge on the 
supervision by the State of the liquor traffic. 


Professor Frank Knight Sanders, of Yale, and 
Professor Charles Foster Kent, of Brown, hold 
chairs of Biblical literature in these institu- 
tions. Both are known for the tact and skill 
with which they have combined exact scholar- 
ship with religious instruction. Dr. Kent’s 
short work on Hebrew life is one of the very 
best current summaries of existing knowledge.

In a single small volume ‘‘ The Messages ot 
the Earlier Prophets,’’ invaluable to the 
Sunday-school teacher of this year’s series of 
lessons, these two scholars have condensed a 
paraphrase of Amos, Micah, Isaiah, 1-39, 
Zephaniah and Jeremiah, with an_histor- 
ical preface in each case. Read by itself, 
this is not of much use. Read with the 
Bible it gives precisely the illumination a 
plain man needs and saves these prophets from 
being—what they too often are—spiritual 
rhapsodies. 


Petrarch owes his reputation asa poet to his 
sonnets and his influence as a man to his let- 
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ters. His sonnets were one of the many chan- 
nels through which the folk forms of medizeval 
minstrelsy, uttered rather than written, gave 
shape to modern letters written rather than 
uttered. His letters were the first expression 
of the individual in affairs and of the thinking 
criticin history. Inthem begin many modern 
currents. Professor James Harvey Robinson, 
of Columbia, and Professor Henry Winchester 
Rolfe have brought together an illustrative 
group of these letters in ‘‘ Petrarch, the first 
modern scholar and man of letters.’’ It is 
the kind of book which men write when they 
find none handy to which they can refer their 
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most important men in European letters—their 
parent and beginner.

Miss Agnes Repplier has written a most 
agreeable history of ‘‘ Philadelphia: the Place 
and the People.’’ Witha light easy touch, 
with a nimble pen and a more nimble spirit, 
Miss Repplier has sketched the outer aspects 
of the city’s history. A nice sense of pro- 
portion, a lively humor and a sympathetic 
perception unite to make the pages readable 
and they never lack for fact and instruction. 
There is left a visible image and interpretation 
of the spirit and life of Philadelphia. The

pupils, who are not equal to Petrarch’s Latin, or 
are lost in multi-volumed collections cf his 
work. There is a neat biography. The letters 
are carefully annotated. They illustrate his 
personal view of letters, his share in introduc- 
ing the study of the classics, his love of natural 
scenery, his place in current letters, and his 
own views of his life and labors. With the 
exception of Mrs. May Alden Ward’s short 
but excellent life of Petrarch, seven years ago, 
and Mr. H. Reeves’ smaller work, this is the 
only book on the poet published in this coun- 
try for twenty years. It is not vivid and the 
words are laid up with conscientious regularity : 
but it is most carefully prepared and in a rela- 
tively space, it gives a clear idea of one of the

figure ot Penn stands life-like. Franklin and 
Washington fill the canvass for the latter half 
of the same century, which takes three-fourths 
of the book. There is always a ripple of local 
custom, of social life and of personal incident. 
The book is one which will be long read and 
commended to the young. Of the deeper 
springs and courses of civic life, of the causes 
which have moulded and fashioned the singu- 
larly individual life of Philadelphia little is 
said, and to special research this most sprightly 
history does not pretend. Where this exists 
there is too often loss of what Miss Repplier has 
in abundant measure and within the limits in 
which her history moves, certain known facts 
necessarily absorb most of the space. It is 
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well to be learned, but it is best of all not to 
be dull. The illustrations are now and then 
singularly inept or inaccurate.

Ford the co-ordinating link which unites the 
action of executive and legislative unduly 
separated by our constitutional division of 
powers. This is a perspicuous and illumi- 
nating theory of our government, though 
insufficient, because it excludes the creation 
under the development of a wide social con- 
sciousness of a host of agencies for creating 
and expressing the national will, which have 
modified the central government agency, once 
alone and supreme. Mr. Jones’ reading is 
wide, though along familiar channels. He 
has capacity for expression. He is never 
slow. His sketch in four parts of the origin, 
development, organs and future of our politics 
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is clear-ordered and coherent of colonial and 
revolutionary conditions, the formative period 
to Jackson and the rounding out since then of 
the Presidency, Senate and House as we know 
them is both accurate and illuminating. The 
advance of the Presidency, the loss of the 
House and the increased political weight and 
decreased intellectual force of the Senate are 
each made clear. The book has the philo- 
sophic instinct, but its view is narrowly 
political and it omits from its view the sweep 
of law and the growth of the State itself as 
an organism.

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‘* What Shall Our Boys do for a Living’’ is 
an attempt by Colonel Charles F. Wingate to 
compile an American ‘‘Smiles ;’’ but the 
Englishman’s book on ‘‘ Success ’’ rested on a 
sober belief in one particular kind of success. 
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Colonel Wingate has been too many men to 
centre well. Rifle-shot, lawyer, journalist, 
sanitary engineer, real-estate promoter and 
expert advertiser, Colonel Wingate has 
skimmed life and not always got the cream. 
In this compact book he has crowded a prodi- 
gious number of saws and modern instances. 
The path is well-laid and interesting, but it 
has no sign-boards. Yet the chapters on 
going to college, journalism, law, medicine, 
engineering and business give, as the author 
intended, a clear idea of the entrance condi- 
tions and chances of each of these callings. 


I do not know whether this grouping of facts’ 


would really be of any use to a boy, but they 
are certain to leave him with the impression 
that he knows more. Whether he will or not, 
time only can tell. The serious boy, trying to 
orient himself in life is likely to find here facts 
which will influence him, and this being true, 
the watchful parent will read the book first.

In ‘‘ Flash-lights on Nature,’’ Mr. Grant 
Allen has continued the method of his ‘‘ Evo- 
lutionist at Large,’’ but the suggestive essays 
in that volume of nigh twenty years ago dealt 
with the broader phases of nature. It was and 
is a most admirable book for any who wish to 
stimulate their habit of observation or, as 
parent or teacher, desire to do the like for 
children. The new work is more detailed. 
Twelve essays tell in detail of the ant aphis, 
spider, earwig, wasp, mosquito and butcher- 
bird and the soldanella, clover and gorse 
among plants. Mr. Allen is sprightly—too 
sprightly. The illustrations are excellent. 
There is, of course, the disadvantage that his 
examples are all English and his method is 
the inaccurate one of reading human hopes 
and fears into nature; but the book will exactly 
suit the boy or girl who has begun in the 
teens to care for ‘‘ natural history.”’

In ‘‘ Turrets, Towers and Temples,’’ Miss 
Esther Singleton has done so good a thing 
that it is surprising it has not been done 
before. From authors well known, this book 
of three hundred and sixty-six pages gathers 
descriptions of some forty-nine of the world’s 
notable buildings, and the amateur and 
student of architecture will find here an 
invaluable comparative presentment of lay 
criticism by men who know little of construc- 
tion and technical considerations and much of 
beauty and charm in building and the impres- 
sion both make. These critical expressions of 
the impression of buildings are widely scat- 
tered and inaccessible. Collected—and each is 
by an authority in letters—they sum literary 
architectural criticism. 
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Mr. Edward Stanwood, in fourteen years, 
has doubled his book on Presidential elections, 
which he now titles ‘‘ A History of the Presi- 
dency.’’ If it were more read fewer questions 


would be asked of every newspaper in each 
Presidential campaign. It is an indispensable 
manual for the political student.

Art Journal.

An excellent book for the youngsters is 
issued by Messrs. Frederick Warne and Com- 
pany. It is entitled, ‘‘ The Owl King and 
Other Fairy Tales,’’ by H. Escott-Inman and 
is well illustrated by E. A. Mason. Thesame 
firm also announces the publication, for the 
first time in England of ‘‘ Tales of a Garrison 
Town,’’ by Arthur Wentworth Eaton and 
Craven Langstroth Betts. The book will con- 
tain six original illustrations and be priced at 
about eighty-five cents. A pretty and romantic 
story of the davs of King George I. is also 
published by Messrs. Warne under the title 
‘“My Ladies Three.’’ A somewhat melan- 
choly interest has been added to it in that the 
author, Miss Annie E. Armstrong, has unfor- 
tunately died since its completion. It 
is embellished with six original illus- 
trations by G. D. Hammond, R. I. 


A book of adventure for boys is 
promised by Messrs. Frederick Warne 
and Company for December. It is 
written by Edgar Pickering and called 
‘* The Fortunes of Claude.’’ Six illus- 
trations are contributed by Lancelot 
Speed. 


We shall barely have time to read 
and digest Dr. Moritz Busch’s work 
on Bismarck before the publication 
of the great Chancellor’s Autobiogra- 
phy, the first volume of which is 
promised for the beginning of Decem- 
ber by Messrs. Smith Elder. The 
work is ‘‘ authoritative’’ in the sense 
that its publication is fully sanctioned 
by Prince Herbert Bismarck and the 
family. Buta big sale will have to 
be effected to recoup Messrs. Smith 
Elder, and the American house, 
Messrs. Harpers, for the enormous 
price paid to the German publishers 
—-stated to exceed fifty thousand 
dollars. 


The selection of Mr. John Morley 
as the author of the ‘‘ authoritative ”’ 
biography of Mr. Gladstone having 
been definitely confirmed, there is evi- 
dence of a disposition in sundry 
quarters to criticise the appointment, 
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chiefly on the ground that the beliefs of the 
two men had nothingin common. Mr. Glad- 
stone’s devotion to the tenets of the Christian 
Faith and the Inspiration of Holy Writ were 
well known, but Mr. Morley’s views on such 
matters are anything but orthodox. It would be 
difficult to catalogue his creed for he has never 
labelled it, but whenever he has come near to 
a confession of faith he has shown 
himself closer to the Comtist concep- 
tion than any other. The plain truth 
is, as every careful reader of Mr. 
Morley’s books knows, that he is a 
man of essentially religious temper, 
with a depth of emotion beneath his 
judicial and perhaps rather arid ex- 
terior. The concensus of opinion 
seems to be that, all things considered, 
Mr. Morley is the best man available 
for this important work. 


Among ‘“‘ up-to-date’’ //tterateurs a 
foremost place must certainly be given 
to Mr. Bennet Burleigh. His new 
volume recording the history of the 
Soudan Campaign from the Battle of 
Atbara right up to the present time, is 
already announced for early publica- 
tion by Messrs. Chapman and Hall. 
It will include a chapter on the Fash- 
oda incident, concerning which -Mr. 
Burleigh was able to secure early and 
accurate information. The work will 
be fully illustrated. 


By the way, Mr. Burleigh’s previous 
book, ‘‘ The Sirdar and Khalifa,’’ 
which carried the reconquest of the 
Soudan as far as Atbara, and upon 
which I commented in your August 
issue, has already run through two 
editions and a third will very shortly 
be produced. 


Supplementing my brief note in last month’s 
issue anent the forthcoming publication of a 
new work by Thomas Carlyle, I am now able 
to give a few further details. The volume 
comprises the studies for a projected ‘‘ History 
of the First Two Stuart Kings of England,’’ 
printed from a manuscript left by the author’s 
will to his niece, the wife of Alex. Carlyle, 
B. A. There are chapters on Queen Eliza- 
beth’s funeral, on Shakespeare, the Gunpowder 
Plot, and on Material Progress in England, 
especially London, etc. Copious and judicious 
estimates are given of the characters of the two 
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monarchs, while occasional glimpses are af- 
forded of Carlyle’s great hero—Oliver Crom- 
well. The writing is in the author’s best 
style and will be full of interest to the Sage of 
Chelsea’s numerous admirers.

other season) has definitely gone by. Those 
unwieldy folio picture books, those expen- 
sively bound quartos and those resplendent 
octavos of a former generation are now to be 
seen no more. Lost to sight as they are (save 
in garrets and auction rooms) they are not 
even to memory dear. In their places have 
come books that one can hold with ease and 

can read without the use of a 

table to support their ponder- 


osity. The newer books are not 
alone good for the holidays; 


they are good for spring, sum- 
mer, autumn, and winter. And 
blessed be that potent spirit 
which invoked the change ! 
Seldom has a literary secret 
been better kept than the secret 
—if secret it may be called—of 
the Bismarck autobiography. 
Again and again has its exist- 
ence been called in question and 
even flatly denied. But it appears 
now that Bismarck, as long ago 
as 1890, made a contract for the 
publication of such a work ; that 
in 1893, when he lay seriously 
ill, further arrangements were 
made by him with publishers, 
and that the work was actually 
put into type in Bismarck’s life- 
time, the proofs corrected, and a 
few copies struck off, two of 
them going to Friedrichsruh and 
one to the editor of the work. 
In all there are four volumes, 
but only two of them—the ones 
put into type six years ago—are 
now to be issued. They will 
appear in German, French and 
English, towards the end of this 
month. About seven hundred 
pages are contained in the two 
volumes, which bring the recol- 
lections down to the death of 
the Emperor Frederick, in 1888. 
Since the remainder of the book 
relates to the present Emperor’s 
times its publication is expected 
to be delayed, and perhaps, in- 
definitely. It is not expected that 
the volumes now to appear will 
contain anything of a sensational 
character. The title chosen by

Bismarck himself is ‘‘ Thoughts and Recollec- 
tions.’ Some very large sums of money have 
been named as the price paid for the work by 
the publishers ; but the highest sum given is, 
I am credibly informed, far in excess of the 
truesum. Still the book has undoubtedly cost 
the publishers a pretty penny. 

Henry Savage Landor’s long-expected ac- 
count of his travels in Tibet has already ap- 
peared in London and will soon be published 
here by the Harpers. Mr. Landor underwent 
tortures which remind the reader of the manners 
and customs of the middle ages. When hehad 
nearly reached the city of Lhassa, the so-called 
holy city, he was seized and put on the rack. 
His eyesight was nearly put out, his face 
was subjected to fire, and the flesh partly 
roasted. When sent out of the country he 
was mounted on a pony witha saddle provided 
with spikes. The volumes will come from the 
Harpers profusely illustrated. Eight of the 
plates will be colored, and there are about two 
hundred others, some in full page size, some 
in the text. 

Henry Cabot Lodge having completed his 
account of the Revolution in Scvbner’s Maga- 
zine, the work in volume form being nearly 
ready, he will now write a history of another 
war for Anglo-Saxon freedom on this continent 
—the recent war with Spain. Asa member 
of the Foreign Relations Committee in the 
Senate he has had ample knowledge of events 
as they have disclosed themselves. The papers 
will run through about six numbers of the 
magazine. 

Mrs. Ritchie’s biographical edition of her 
father’s writings has now reached seven vol- 
umes, ‘‘Esmond’’ being the seventh, with 
the eighth, ‘‘ The Newcomes,’’ announced for 
this month. Then will follow in December 
‘‘Christmas Books,’’ and then ‘‘ The Vir- 
ginians,’’ leaving only three more volumes to 
complete the edition—‘‘ Philip,’’ ‘‘ Denis 
Duval’’ and ‘‘ Miscellanies.’’ I have always 
thought it a pity that this edition could not 
have had somewhat larger type. In all other 
respects it is the one edition that ought now 
to be in every library. 

From all that I hear Dr. Sven Hedin’s book 
of travel, which he calls ‘‘ Through Asia,’’ 
will awaken quite as much interest as Mr. 
Landor’s book on Tibet. It is a record of 
travel from Stockholm to Peking, beginning 
in 1893 and ending in 1897, undertaken for 
exploration and scientific observation. In the 
country of the Pamirs he had terrible conflicts 
with snow and ice. He often found the only 
way to make progress was on his hands and 
knees. At one time he passed nine days with- 
out water. The scientific spirit of the man— 
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ever present and indomitable—was shown 
when, after passing days without water, he at 
last reached a stream and before tasting water 
calmly took his temperature ; he wished to 
know what it was before and after drinking. 
The book is nearly ready from the Harpers, 
who issue it as two volumes, of about 650 
pages each, with 280 illustrations by the 
author and from photographs. 

Another volume of naval recollections may 
be looked for soon after the holidays,—‘‘ From 
Reefer to Rear Admiral,’’ by the late Rear

forever gone by. Quite as interesting should 
be this new work in which the California times 
of 1849 ought to have some striking place. 
The literary executor of Emin Pasha, the 
African explorer and man of science, has 
written a biography of Emin that is promised 
in New York for the present season. His 
name is George Schnitzer. The work will 
comprise two volumes. Emin was a brave

and devoted man. His achievements are now 
well known and his place in African explo- 
rations well agreed upon. But a sympathetic 
life of him must add materially to what we 
know of the man and his stern life battle. 
Before this letter is printed readers will 
probably have seen Richard Harding Davis’s 
book on the war, which he calls ‘‘ The Cuban 
and Porto Rican Campaigns.’’ The public 
surely has not had long to wait for detailed 
histories of the war. Whatever the news- 
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papers may have done or left undone, it is 
quite clear that to their methods we owe this 
raising up of groups of writers who can furnish 
books describing events with a promptness 
that leaves no ground for complaint. Here 
we are getting from writer after writer histories 
of the war long before the diplomatists have 
been able to effect a final settlement of the 
terms of peace. 

The Century Company has just issued its 
promised book on ‘‘Cuba and Puerto Rico, 
with the Other Islands of the West Indies ’’ 
—a volume that deals with the industrial and 
climatic sides of those islands rather than the 
recent war. John T. Hill, the author 
of this book, knows the West Indies not 
only as a traveler, but as a man of science, 
trained to observe closely and intelligently. 
Amos K. Fiske’s book on the West Indies, for 
the Story of the Nations Series, is not in so 
forward a state of production; but it will be 
a book well worth waiting for. Mr. Fiske is 
incapable of careless or purposeless work, and 
this volume will certainly be an adequate 
account of the history and character of the 
islands, in so far as one can be given within the 
compass of the volumes of this series. 

The reign of William IV. of England, is 
rarely thought of in one’s recollections of men, 
manners, or literature. We seem to skip 
straight from the Georges to Victoria. But 
England, all the same had a king who was 
William IV.—by no means a glorious king, 


’ nor an estimable man—and a volume is now 
promised which will shed light on court life 
- in his time. 


Its title is ‘‘ The Correspondence 
of Princess Elizabeth of England, Landgravine 
of Hesse-Hamburg.’’ 

Our knowledge of the early life of Robert 
Browning and Elizabeth Barrett, his wife, will 
be measurably increased by the work in two 
volumes giving their correspondence, which 
is issued from the Harpers. The work 
contains the numerous letters they wrote 
to each other from the time of their first 
acquaintance until their marriage—every let- 
ter, save one, which it is announced that they 
agreed in common to destroy. An introduc- 
tion to the letters has been written by the son 
of this marriage, Robert Barrett Browning, 
and notes have been prepared by F.G. Kenyon, 
whose name is already familiar to readers who 
have kept themselves informed in Browning 
biography. Two of the letters will be pre- 
sented in fac-simile and there will be two por- 
traits belonging to the period of the corre- 
spondence. 

Word reached me of a new work that Zola 
has been writing during his exile—a novel that 
is said to be the first of four dealing with the 
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lives of Matthew, Mark, Luke and John. For 
the first he is said already to have chosen as 
title ‘‘ Fécondite.’’ 


Since the publication of Literature was be- 
gun a weekly feature has been a series of 
papers called ‘‘ Among My Books,’’ contrib- 
uted by various writers. They have been by 
no means of equal value or equal interest ; 
indeed, they have sometimes seemed to have 
strange want of relation to the title ; but the 
series as a whole has been interesting and now 
it is to be reprinted with an introduction by 
Mr. Traill. 

Arrangements have been made for reissuing 
here the Temple edition of Dickens. ‘‘ Pick- 
wick ’’ is already out in three volumes. Thirty- 
seven other volumes will be issued at the rate 
of three each month. 


The late A. Oakey Hall before his death 
had completed a book entitled, ‘‘ The Courts 
and Judges of New York City,’’ some parts 
of which, if not all, had been contributed to 
a periodical. The work is now to be issued in 
book form, with 150 illustrations and 120 
portraits. 


Harold Frederic, before his untimely death 
had completed a story called ‘‘ The Market 
Place,’’ the central motive of which relates to 
speculation in England as promoted through the 
employment oftitled personsas directors of stock 
companies. The story was of course written 
before the Hooley failure and the disclosures 
reflecting upon many members of the aris- 
tocracy that ensued, but it lays barethe methods 
on which Hooley thrived for his brief season 
and then came to his disastrous fall. Mr. 
Frederic made his reputation with novels 
dealing with life in his native region, the 
Mohawk valley—with ‘‘Seth’s’ Brother’s 
Wife,’’ ‘‘In the Valley,’’ and ‘‘ Theron 
Ware ’’—but he has now and then shown his 
mastery of conditions in England, and we 
may look for genuine light on English life in 
‘“The Market Place.’’ The story will first 
appear in Zhe Saturday Evening Fost, of 
Philadelphia, but arrangements have already 
been made for its appearance in New York in 
book form from the Messrs. Stokes. 

Knowledge of Colonial New York has been 
appreciably widened by the series of papers 
issued by the Messrs. Putnam, under the 
collective title of ‘‘ Half Moon Series,’’ the 
name being taken from the name of Henry 
Hudson’s ship. Already have appeared 
enough papers to fill a thick volume, and now 
another is about ready. 

Richard Harding Davis's recent eminence 
as a war correspondent gives particular interest 
to the figures just made public concerning the 
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sales of his volumes of fiction. Of ‘‘ The 
King’s Jackal,’’ twenty-five thousand copies 
have been sold; of ‘‘ Soldiers of Fortune,’’ 
fifty-eight thousand; of ‘‘ Gallegher,’’ forty 
thousand; and of ‘‘Cinderella,’’ thirteen 
thousand. 

It is twenty years since Richard Realf died, 
and almost as many since any special attention 
was directed to his verse. Realf died a 
melancholy death—that of a suicide in Oak- 
land, California, where now another poet 
calmly awaits death that cannot be far distant 
—Joaquin Miller—and he will remain in most 
minds what he called himself, the Workman 
Poet Soldier. Realf was the son of an 
English gardener. He served in the Civil 
War, from John Brown’s activities at Harper’s 
Ferry through the campaigns of the Army of 
the Cumberland. The new edition of his 
poems that is now to appear will have a 
memoir by Colonel Hinton and five portraits, 
as well as a view of his grave in San Francisco. 

Bret Harte has written a short story for the 
Christmas number of Harper's Magazine. It 
is called ‘‘ An Esmeralda of Rocky Cajiyon,’’ 
and, as the title implies, is a romance of a min- 
ing camp in the far west. Bret Harte is still 
working his old mine, and the extraordinary 
thing about him—or rather about his mine— 
is that it never gets worked out. These Cali- 
fornia stories come to us now as fresh and 
potent as were the first. One cannot find in 
literature another such example of the power 
of early impressions. Whenever Mr. Harte 
has written of other localities—of places in the 
east or of places in Europe, where his lines 
have been cast for more than twenty years—he 
has, I think, failed appreciably to reach the 
same success.

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CHICAGO’S NEW BOOKS

A new book by Lilian Bell is assured of a 
welcome, for her following is large and loyal. 
I am told that she is the only Chicago writer 
whose work is visible in English drawing- 
rooms, which does not indicate the fine discri- 
mination weexpect of London. Inthis country, 
also, there are many readers to whom her 
wit and dexterity are oracular. Her work 
is more facile and clever than ever in the 
short stories now published by Harper and 
Brothers. They make no pretense of depth 
or subtlety, they are confessedly shallow ; but 
they show a witty appreciation of the humor 
that lies in quaintness and _ eccentricity. 
Human nature is more or less of a toy to this 
writer ; it is never so real and earnest that she 
cannot laugh at it ; it is never so profound to her 
that she can make us take it seriously. We

of people, but they are amusing abstractions, 
they are never very much alive. The note 
of pathos, which is heard here and there, 
sounds false. ‘The flirtations and sentimental 
passages are overdone. The stilted talk 
which is supposed to produce something like 
love at first sight in ‘‘ A Study in Hearts,’’ is 
really a study in impossibilities ; the charm 
which these two seem to have for one another 
is not conveyed to the reader. But in this 
Miss Bell is trying to be serious, and in such 
a mood she is not at her best. Other stories 
in this book, however, show us what her best 
is. ‘‘The Instinct of Step-Fatherhood,” 
which gives its name to the book, is a capital 
story, quaint and original and delightfully 
whimsical. The situation has more humor 
than verity, but it comes nearer to the real 
thing than anything Miss Bell has done. She 
is at her best, also, in the gossipy chatter ot 
the old ladies in ‘‘ Lizzie Lee’s Separation.’’ 
There her wit has play ; her ironical humor 
seizes the twists and turns of the situation ; 
and she is particularly happy in her use of 
the southern dialect and the southern char- 
acter. They draw from her an unusual 
sympathy. . In ‘‘ A Woman of No Nerves,’’ 
she goes back to New England and tells a 
pretty, sentimental little story, and tells it well. 
The cover of the book is in good taste and 
will do its part in giving it a large sale. 

The recent lamentable death 
ot Harold Frederic gives a 
special interest to his new 
book, ‘‘ Gloria Mundi,’’ which 
is just published by H. S. 
Stone and Company, having 
already appeared in Zhe Cos- 
mopolitan. Unconsciously we 
expect it to be more important 
than the others; in some 
vague way we believe that it 
should express the man and 
foreshadow his end. So it is 
almost a disappointment to 
find it distinctly impersonal. 
‘*Gloria Mundi,’’ in a way, 
lives up to its title. It is 
brimming with life,—active, 
generous life. There is some- 
thing large and comprehensive 
about the scheme of it which 
suggests the kingdoms of the 
world and the glory thereof. 
Yet those of us who particu- 
larly liked ‘‘ The Damnation 
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of Theron Ware’’ will be disappointed in 
this more complicated novel. In the other 
Mr. Frederic had a definite plan, a large and 
noble theme in the evolution and degradation 
of a human soul, the eternal battle between 
doubt and belief. But in the later novel his 
art is touched to more delicate and personal 
issues. ‘The theme loses itself in convolutions. 
It is a bit tortuous and hard to follow; 
and it is much more temporary and trifling. 
This book is more like a good old-fashioned 
novel than like the simple powerful de- 
scription of the dissolution of Thereon Ware. 
It is a capital novel, however, and the con- 
ventional plot and situations and love-scenes 
are all handled excellently well. There is 
much originality in the treatment, even if the 
skeleton is conventional. We have heard 
before of the heir to a dukedom, who, ignorant 
of his high estate, appears suddenly to his 
bewildered and reluctant relatives; but we 
have not heard of quite this kind of an heir. 
So alert and sensitive a creature is not asso- 
ciated usually with the peerage. Mr. Fred- 
eric makes him a very real and human thing, 
with natural faults and weaknesses, but with 
a character behind them. Whether his sensi- 
tiveness would have ailowed him to rise so 
nobly to his opportunity is a question for those 
who like him less. There are interesting 
women in the book, too,—a shade less tangible 
than the men, perhaps, but with individuality 
nevertheless. On the whole it isa good story, 
told in a spirited and original fashion. 

Mr. Hamlin Garland’s long ride to the 
Klondike has resulted in a series of poems, 
and a bunch of them will be published in the 
Christmas number of (/cClure’s. ‘They. were 
suggested by the scenes and incidents of the 
journey, the beauty of earth and sky, and the 
terrible melancholy of the lonely trail across 
the plains.

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witty, and his comments upon his race were 
electric. ‘‘In home and family life,’’ he 
said, ‘‘the Jews have had no superiors. 
The Ghetto was no such dungeon as was 
pictured by sensational writers. At its dread- 
est the Ghetto was a well of poetry—almost 
a dream world.’’ And of the issue of it all 
he said: ‘‘ The fate of the Jew is one of 
the riddles of the Sphinx. But there is little 
reason to think that the end is any nearer now 
than it was in Pharoah’s time. Yet spiritual 
Zion must be rebuilt if the Jew is to survive.” 

A book by the late Sir Richard F. Burton, 
the famous translator of the Arabian Nights, 
is now for the first time published by H. S. 
Stone and Company. It is called ‘‘ The Jew, 
the Gypsy, and El Islam,’’ and consists of 
separate essays upon these three subjects. 
Sir Richard Burton leaves one in no doubt of 
his opinions. He enters upon a subject with 
a vigor and firmness which admit of no cir- 
cumlocutions. His material for the essay on 
the Jew was gathered while he was consul at 
Damascus, where ‘‘ disguised as a native, and 
unknown to any living soul except his wife, 
the British Consul mingled freely with the 
motley population of Damascus, and inspected 
every quarter of the city.’’ His resulting 
opinions are anything but favorable to the 
Jew, and to a rank outsider they seem preju- 
diced and bitter. The other papers are of 
great ethnological interest. The origin of the 
Gypsies is discussed at great length and with 
profound knowledge. The essay on “ El 
Islam ’’ deals with ‘‘the rank of Mohamma- 
danism among the religions of the world.’’ It 
was written many years ago, after the author’s 
pilgrimage to Mecca. The papers are edited, 
with a preface, by W. H. Wilkins, and they 
are printed exceptionally well. The portrait 
of the author, after a painting by Lord Leigh- 
ton, shows a magnificent head, very curious, 
very firm and powerful. 

The ‘‘ Brothers of the Book,’’ of Gouver- 
neur, New York, announce their intention of 
publishing a volume of verse by Claude Fay- 
ette Bragdon, who has done much clever work 
for the Chap-Book.

AVE ROMA IMMORTALIS. 


Stories from the Chronicles of Rome. By Francis 
Marion Crawford. Two volumes. Illustrated. 
332, 334 pp. Indexed. 12mo, $5.00; by mail, 
$5.37. Edition de Luxe, $11.25 ; by mail, $11.68. 


Whatever audience may have been in the 
mind of the author, Mr. Crawford’s ‘‘ Ave 
Roma Immortalis’’ will be approached by 
most readers from one of two distinct points 
of view—that of the person familiar 
with, perhaps an inhabitant of, 
Rome ; and that of the person who ; 
has never been there, but has, as 
every intelligent person must have, 
an intense interest in that historic 
city. 

It isa very fortunate circumstance 
for us that the two cities of the 
world, greatest and most interesting 
in their different ways should have 
found chroniclers so apt for their 
work as Sir Walter Besant in London 
and Marion Crawford in Rome. 
Familiar as a child with the oldest 
and most historic part of ‘‘old 
Rome,’’ for his father was that 
Thomas Crawford, the sculptor, 
known to us as the maker of the 
Statue of Liberty which adorns the 
dome of the Capitol in Washington, 
and spending a large part of his 
life there ever since, Mr. Crawford 
knows the Eternal City with an in- 
timacy few foreigners can ever gain, 
and his remarkable ability as a 
descriptive writer insures the most 
vivid presentation of this knowledge 
that could be hoped for. His studies 
in history and archeology have been 
ample to gather for us all that is 
most interesting in the remote past, 
while his own experience reaches 
back to the days before the ex- 
isting régime when not only 


palaces and churches whose foundations were 
laid, perhaps, long before the Ceesars, and 
whose walls have echoed through many cen- 
turies to the tramp of the men and the voices 
of the women who wove never-to-be-forgotten 
lives into the marvelous fabric of Rome the 
Immortal. It is no wonder that the author 
finds 700 pages no more than sufficient for 
rapid glances at the marvelous succession of 
municipalities and powers and civilizations

customs and traditions of the 

classical and medizval city were still to be 
studied. This enables him intelligently and 
sympathetically to reconstruct and restore for 
us pictures of the life and activities of the 
ancient town, the manners and morals of its 
people, and to revivify the storied places that 
crowd upon one another as one threads the 
narrow streets, pauses in the squares, or enters 





whose remains, here overlying one another, 
there inextricably mingled, constitute the his- 
tory of this world-capital; but so keen are 
these glanees, so sharp are the figures, that 
give life to the relics of place and scene, 
brought forth for a moment from the obscurity 
of the past and contrasted with the figures that 
to-day stand in the same places, that the book 
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will be a handy encyclopedia—an invaluable 
local guide-—to both dwellers and visitors in 
the Eternal City. 

It is, however, by the far greater public 
which has never seen Rome that the book 
must mainly be read, and it is from that point 
of view that it ought mainly to be judged. 
Leaving to archzologists a critique of its 
statement of facts of history, or its casual ex- 
planations of relics and legends. (in the gen- 
eral substantial accuracy of which we may 
well trust,) let the present reviewer content 
himself with inquiring how well the author 
has portrayed for the intelligent stranger the 
city where twenty centuries have left their 
monuments side by side, and where a vigorous 
municipal and social life still goes on. The 
only answer can be that the attempt has been 
a success. No book upon Rome in existence 
brings so vividly and luminously to mind the 
scenery and life and meaning of the city as 
this one, for the reader is constantly made to 
see how in its inward as well as its outward 
life the Rome of to-day is a child of the Rome 
of the past, and the characteristics of its citi- 
zens are formed of a mosaic of inherited 
traits, as its streets and edifices are erected out 
of stones acquired long, long ago and used 
and re-used again and again. 

It is because his sense of poetry and romance 
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appeals so strongly to Mr. Crawford’s mind 
that he has found Rome so attractive ; and it 
is because he is able to communicate to us so 
vividly his appreciation of it that we enjoy 
this, his book of facts, as if it were one of his 
glowing books of fiction.

MR. WYCKOFF IN THE WEST. 
THE WoRKERS. An Experiment in Reality. The 
West. By Walter A. Wyckoff. Illustrated.

It is an odd conceit for a college man to put 
himself into the shoes of a day laborer, to sur- 
round himself with the experiences, thoughts, 
and associations of such men, with their hopes 
and fears, loves and hates; to come, as he 
does, into contact with poverty and the temp- 
tations that belong to it. This sort of a pro- 
ject means the study of sociological science at 
first hands, and few men could be found brave 
enough to carry out the study of the problem 
from such close touch. Mr. Wyckoff, how- 
ever, has done just this, and, first in the East 
and now in the West, has given us the results 
of his valuable observations. He speaks asa 
master and not a mere theorist, because he has 
done field work. 

A full realization of the helplessness of the 
unemployed rarely comes to those not in that

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class, and men ot even small affairs grow im- 

ortant in their own eyes and in the eyes of 
some of those with whom they are surrounded. 
It would be a novelty for such men to be 
placed in a position where there is no escape 
from the feeling that as a 
human being you are super- 
fluous, and that without 
the physical and moral 
qualities which fit you to 
survive, and which will 
perchance place you at last 
within the working of the 
large scheme of things that 
it means to you inevitable 
wreck under the onward 
march of the world’s great 
moving life. It is a dark 
picture that is spread out 
before us and an _ experi- 
ence from which we might 
well shrink, but there are 
many who may not escape 
therefrom, but who need 
pity and yet lack it, who 
get no kind words to cheer 
them and no aid to help 
them. Mr. Wyckoff makes 
it clear that there are some 
men in the world now 
classed with the hobo who deserve more than 
a kick or the policeman’s club. 

The experience of Mr. Wyckoff in living by 
odd jobs, looking for work, penniless, and 
without friends and influence in the army of 
the unemployed, as a hand-truckman in a fac- 
tory, as a road builder in the World’s Fair 
grounds, a hired man, journeying from Chi- 
cago to Denver and from Denver to the Pacific 
under the self-imposed conditions that he did. 
all have an air of romance about it as we read 
of it in his book, but which in reality must 
have been anything but charming at times. 
There is a wide difference between being a 
beggar and in the picture of one painted by 
Meissonier. In the one case it is misery, and 
in the other it is alluring. Mr. Wyckoff passes 
in his books out of the closet naturalist class, 
and is able to write as no one could, save those 
who like him have seen the things that he has 
seen face to face. Mr. Wyckoff writes not 
alone as a scientist, but with the added charm 
ofthe novelist whose work is permeated with 
realism. lew York Times and Revicw.

It is of the classical musical period Mr. 
H. E. Krehbiel writes in his interesting 
series of essays, and so far as their import 
goes, they are more of the nature: of literary 
and musical meanderings than any special, 
serious or connected contribution to the 
philosophy, or the fact of the divine art. 
With Mr. Krehbiel we discover what the poet 
Gray liked, and collected of the music of the 
eighteenth century, so much of which is now, 
perhaps for the best, hidden in the desk and 
dust of musical libraries and special collec- 
tions. As Gray concerned himself chiefly 
about the operas then in vogue, Mr. Kreh- 
biel naturally turns to the last century singers 
for a little diversion before he introduces one 
to Haydn in London, or Mozart’s Salzburg, 
or Beethoven’s Bonn, or the Weimer of Goethe 
and Liszt. Although of unequal value each 
essay has unquestionably a charm fur those 
who, having surfeited themselves on the 
standard works—and some of Mr. Krehbiel’s 
have, as it were, a vogue as standard studies 
—enjoy browsing here and there in the past 
and in the present with such an agreeable 
cicerone as the author. For in music and 
biography, Mr. Krehbiel’s motto seems to be 
‘* nothing human alien to me,’’ and as appears 
from the first essay in ‘‘ Gray’s Musical Col- 
lection,’’ that collection which ought to burn 
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a hole in the library of a Wagnerian, is not 
only his, but affords him great enjoyment.

Of course, she has lovers—not 
counting the somewhat burlesque wooing of 
that young rake the Marquis of Mountmahon, 
who is obviously impossible—and we are sorry 
that Mr. Black did not marry her, as he 
certainly ought to have done, to her devoted 
admirer, Somerled Macdonald, the masterful 
young Canadian railway king, who would 
have made her an ideal husband, especially as 
she really loved him dearly. How it was that 
she came to pledge herself to Archibald Gil- 
christ, a typical young Scotchman on the 
staff of the /nvernish Observer, Mr. Black 
does not quite clearly explain. He is, no 
doubt, ‘‘a lad of pairts,’’ but certainly not 
equal to such good fortune, even though his 
rival does purchase the paper for him, and 
give him the standing and position of its 
editor. Mr. Black seems to have felt the 
difficulty, and tries to avoid it by allowing 
Eelin to fall ill of fever and die, after she has 
revealed in delirium her preference for Mac- 
donald. Such a sad, if not tragic, end, rather 
lessens the pleasure which the earlier part of 
the story affords, but in spite of this draw- 
back Mr. Black’s latest novel takes rank with 
his very best work, and is to our mind ona 
much higher plane than most of his later 
efforts.

THE RED AXE.

It is gratifying to find 
that the author has 
deserted the kailyard 
and gives a_ spirited 
and stirring story of 
adventure in Pome- 
rania three centuries 
ago. This quasi-his- 
torical romance is full 
of color and move- 
ment, and if it has a 
fault it isthatthe hero- 
ine and hero are beset 
by the daring machi- 
nations of too many 
villains. The ances- 
try of Hugo Gottlieb, 
the hero, is not such 
to arouse much 
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pride in his own bosom or 
cause him to be beloved of 
his contemporaries, since he 
is son to the fourteenth in 
the line of hereditary execu- 
tioners in the Wolfmark of 
Duke Casimir and heir to 
the dreaded and detested 
Red Axe. His childhood 
is brightened by Helene, 
who comes into his lonely 
life asa gentle and loving 
playmate, orphaned by the 
loss of her father, whose 
head is forfeited to the red 
axe. Hugo's impetuous 
and high-spirited character 
leads him into a series of 
adventures, until he enters 
the service of Prince Karl, 
of Plassenburg. He is chiv- 
alrous towards Helene in all 
these years and she becomes 
lady-in-waiting to Ysolinde, 
Princess of Plassenburg and 
consort of Karl. Then the 
real troubles of the hero and 
heroine begin. Hugo, of 
course, loves Helene, and Ysolinde condes- 
cends to love him, and even schemes to make 
him requite her passion. 

In the succession of intrigues Helene is 
decoyed back to the Wolfmark, where she is 
presented by the Duke’s nephew, Otto, who 
has already tried to assassinate Hugo in 
Plassenburg. The resultof aseries of ma- 
chinations is that when Hugo returns in 
disguise he finds the Duke dead, his father 
dying and Helene helpless and unprotected, 
condemned to death as a witch on the denun- 
ciation of a sort of gypsy woman. The death 
of the Red Axe isa brilliant piece of melo- 
dramatic writing, and is followed by a rarely 
effective episode. Just as Hugo’s father dies 
the hero’s disguise is penetrated, and in due 
course, after arrest as a spy, he is ordered as 
hereditary executioner to wield the red axe 
with Helene as his first victim. Then it is that 
Ysolinde, relenting, comes to the rescue of the 
hero and heroine by reminding the Court that 
the hereditary executioner has the right to 
choose a wife, and thus save her from the 
block. Hugo chooses Helene. Otto tries 
again to murder Hugo, but is slain with the 
red axe. Finally the Wolfmark is attacked 
by Prince Karl, who makes Hugo captain 
general of his troops. In the fighting and 
riots that ensue the faithless Ysolinde is killed, 
Helene proves to be hereditary princess of the 
land, and her husband, Hugo, is elevated to the 
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rank of prince by the noble and generous but 

broken-hearted Karl. There is no cessation 

ot the interest in this absorbing story.

TIDES AND KINDRED PHENOMENA

Professor Darwin’s aim has been to expound 
the mathematical theory in ordinary language 
without the use of mathematical notation, and 
accordingly the book is innocent of mathe- 
matical formulz, unless a few simple arith- 
metical calculations and a little still simpler 
algebra are held to come under that descrip- 
tion. Beginning with a few remarks on the 
nature of tides and the methods of observing 
them, he goes on to explain the tide-generating 
forces arising from the attraction of the moon 
and sun, and, after referring to an attempt to 
measure the horizontal tide-force directly by 
the deflection of a delicately-suspended pen- 
dulum, discusses the equilibrium and dynam- 
ical theories of the tide-wave. Some very 
interesting chapters follow on the harmonic 
analysis of the tides, as suggested by Lord 
Kelvin more than a quarter of a century ago, 
and its practical application to tide predictions, 
while the concluding portion of the book

introduces some of the more advanced specula- 
tions concerning the connection of tidal friction 
with the genesis of our moon and other 
celestial facts. Professor Darwin has succeeded 
in giving a very clear and lucid account of the 
matters of which he treats; but of course a 
subject of such intrinsic difficulty and compli- 
cation as the tides is not to be properly com- 
prehended without some intellectual effort, 
however simple the language in which the 
facts are explained.

‘Crooked Trails ’’ give sundry picturesque 
descriptions in the frontier vernacular of the 
making of the United States when their weaker 
Southern neighbors were being pushed to the 
wall and the noxious red men were being 
‘* rubbed out.’’ No man who sought his for- 
tune in the Texas of 1836, for instance, could 
complain that life was lacking in incident. 
The strategy of the Texans against both Mexi- 
cans and Indians was simple; they went 
straight ahead with rifle and revol- 
ver, backing audacious bluff with 
reckless courage, and the irregular 
ranks were made too hot for any 
man who ‘‘ did not display a perfect 
willingness to die under any and 
all circumstances.’? When Texas 
was annexed internal troubles came 
to a head, and no insurance com- 
pany would have taken any life 
upon any reasonable terms. 
Attempts at enclosures sent the 
ranchers raiding and murdering 
right and left, to the cry of ‘‘ free 
grass and free water.’’ Then the 
disbanded Texas Rangers were 
reconstituted as a mounted police, 
and recruited from what were con- 
sidered respectable citizens. With 
a pack mule they pushed in pairs 
or small parties into the chaparral, 
fought cattle lifters and outlaws 
wherever they met them, and gave 
the enemy the option of death or 
surrender. The grave is the surest ot 
all gaols, and the State in its wise 
economy went to small expense for 
prison accommodation. There is 
a capital chapter on the transport 
and camping arrangements when 
shooting blue quail in the sandy 
scrub, with the chances at any 
moment of a charge from the wild 
cattle, more savagely aggressive 
than bear or bison, and it should 
be added that the numerous illustra- 
tions are very spirited.

sense that it is a record of events, and will 
answer the purposes of such until the passage 
of time frees us from those influences which 
are contemporaneous with any radical action 
on the part of a nation. The lack of perspec- 
tive inevitably affects one’s sense of proportion, 
and no matter how conscientious the writer 
may be, he cannot adjust his mental vision so 
as to make up for this. Within the limitation 
so imposed Mr. Morris has done excellent 
work, and it is fair to him to say that he has 
endeavored to reflect the opinion of the most 
intelligent of our people in his consideration 
of the disputed questions involved by the war. 
Some of his chapters evidently were written 
before the occurrences which are the subjects of 
succeeding chapters were known to him. This 
has enabled him to be the first in the field with 
his book, but it should not be forgotten by the 
reader who judges of the value of his work as 
a whole.

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voluntarily formed in New York for the pur- 
pose of investigating the liquor problem in the 
United States. The members represented 
thirteen different States, and to judge from 
those names which are known on this side of 
the Atlantic they constitute a body whose 
deliberations are entitled to a high degree of 
respect for impartiality and ability. The full 
committee appointed four sub-committees to 
investigate respectively the physiological, the 
legislative, the economic, and the ethical 
aspects of the question. The present volume 
is the first published result of their labors. It 
is issued under the authority of the whole 
committee, and the introduction, which sum- 
marizes the conclusions reached, is signed by 
the sub-committee. The body of the book 
consists of detailed reports on the liquor legis- 
lation of Maine, Iowa, South Carolina, Mas- 
sachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and 
Missouri, compiled by Dr. F. H. Wines and 
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Mr. John Koren, who are both well known as 
experienced and impartial investigators of the 
subject. 

It is necessary to state with some particu- 
larity the degree of authority attaching to the 
book, because it deals with highly contentious 
questions, in which important interests and 
very strong feelings are involved, and upon

which, theretore, all ex parte statements must 
be regarded with suspicion. The chief merit 
of this report is its freedom from any such 
objection. It can be safely recommended as a 
careful and unbiased study of a subject on 
which authoritative information has long been 
wanting. Its appearance is opportune at the 
present time, when our own liquor laws are 
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undergoing investigation, and it should afford 
valuable assistance to the Royal Commission 
when that body comes to deal with sugges- 
tions for fresh legislation. Of course, the 
conditions differ materially in different coun- 
tries, but the social habits and temper of the 
people in America resemble our own suffi- 
ciently to permit some broad lessons to be 
drawn from their experience. The 
system of local government in the 
United States has made it possible to 
try the most varied experiments in 
liquor legislation in different parts of 
the country. The eight States dealt 
with in this volume furnish specimens 
of absolute prohibition, local veto, 
local option, State dispensing, high 
licensing, simple taxation, and what 
not. In short, they offer for our in- 
struction a perfect museum of experi- 
ments. From the English point of 
view the chief lessons to be drawn 
from it are the folly of attempting the 
forcible suppression of the traffic and 
the danger of making liquor legis- 
lation a question of party politics. The 
one leads to an illicit trade worse than 
the original, to police corruption, 
bribery, and perjury ; the other to ‘‘a 
full-blown hypocrisy,’’ the degener- 
ation of public life, and the demorali- 
zation of the electorate. Of these 
truths abundant proof is afforded.

RODEN’S CORNER.

The lurid light recently thrown by 
recent revelations on the relations 
between the aristocracy and a certain 
section of commercial speculators gives 
an additional interest to Mr. Merri- 
man’s latest story, in which he strongly 
emphasizes the dangers which must 
also beset amateur philanthropists, 
who allow themselves to be exploited 
by unscrupulous financiers. A cer- 
tain substance, named ‘‘ malgamite,’’ is, it 
appears, an indispensable ingredient of paper 
making, which, unfortunately, is supposed to 
be injurious to those engaged in making it. 
Mr. Percy Roden and a German scientist, Von 
Holzen, with the help of Lord Ferriby, a typi- 
cal philanthropic peer, organize a charitable 
society to ensure healthier conditions for the 
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workers, and thus they are gathered into the 
malgamite factory at Scheveningen. Really, 
however, a new process is employed, which is 
enormously profitable, though much more 
deadly than the old. The reputation of the 
charity, however, for a time, stifles enquiry, 
and allows Roden to make a ‘‘corner’’ in 
malgamite. Unluckily, however, for the com- 
plete success of the scheme, Tony Cornish, 
Lord Ferriby’s nephew, a fairly honest and 
able young man, has been included ; he sus- 
pects that things are not right, insists on 
explanations, and brings matters to a crisis. 
Eventually Lord Ferriby dies suddenly at a 
directors’ meeting. Von Holzen, in attempting 
to murder Cornish, is accidentally drowned, 
and the whole scheme comes to grief. 
The plot, it will be seen, has a certain 
originality, and it is worked out with 
considerable skill, though if the end 
could have been brought about with 
less violent accompaniments the effect 
would have been more artistic. Roden 
and Von Holzen are very skillfully 
and carefully drawn, and the story is 
not only ingenious in its plot, but it 
is also a notable piece of 
characterization.

The gratitude of all 
precise students of 
English history and literature, at the close of 
the seventeenth century, are due to Miss Fox- 
croft for her admirable treatment of original 
material regarding the Marquis of Halifax. 
She was the author, in the English Historical 
Review for October, 1896, of an article which 
attracted not a little attention among histor- 
ians, and showed that a lady had independ- 
ently and closely examined the original docu- 
ments which illustrate a puzzling and often 
even bewildering period. Encouraged by the 
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reception accorded to her article by scholars, 
Miss Foxcroft seems to have spent two years 
in still further mastering every portion of her 
theme. 


It was, perhaps, not difficult for her 
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to become more versed than any one else now 
living in the documents which illustrate the 
private and public life of Halifax, for he has 
been not a little neglected. But she did not 
pause until she had mastered every available 
corner of the subject. She has had access to 
various inedited sources of information ; she 
has not shrunk from the strain of transcribing 
the Halifax manuscript at Devonshire House 
and in the Spencer archives; she has rifled 
Longleat, Welbeck and Netherby. In short, 
what Miss Foxcroft does not know about 
Halifax is not worth knowing. She has added 
inestimably to our acquaintance with Halifax 
and his times.

to do all honor to her thoroughness and scien- 
tific industry. But shall we be forgiven if we 
hint a fault without hesitating a dislike ? 
These very thick volumes, in small print, with 
the whole apparatus of notes and marginalia 
and appendices, lack one thing. They lack 
the form of a book ; they present us with a 
mass of important papers, but not with a 
finished portrait. Miss Foxcroft has followed 
only too closely the methods of the newest 
Oxford school; she is too exclusively docu- 
mentary. 

More judgment in the distribution of parts 
would have enabled Miss Foxcroft to do jus- 
tice to her own product. She has made, we

think, an error in endeavoring to press into 
one book what would have amply occupied 
two. Halifax was astatesman of importance ; 
he was a man of letters of even more striking 
originality and merit. Miss Foxcroft has 
greatly obliged us by examining him in both 
capacities, but it was an excess of ambition to 
attempt to combine them. She reprints the 
‘* Works ’’ for the first time, and we are in- 
finitely yrateful to her; but instead of press- 
ing them into small type at the end of her 
second volume, she should have made them 
the object of a separate publication. This 
would have enabled her to spare for a synthetic 
treatment of her political and biographical 
material some three hundred additional pages. 
Perhaps she thought that if she allowed this 
opportunity of dealing with the ‘‘ Works ’”’ of 
Halifax to escape, she would never be offered 
another, but we are convinced that more faith 
would have been justitied.

THE DESERTER AND OTHER 
STORIES. 

A Book oF Two Wars. By Harold Frederic, author 
of ‘‘In the Valley,’’ etc. With illustrations by 
Merrill, Sandlam, Gilbert Gaul and George Foster 
Barnes.

In this collection of stories by Harold Fred- 
eric, England and America are brought to- 
gether as they long have been through that 
gifted pen. Although written for boys and in 
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the most direct and simple style imaginable, 
the American stories in the book suggest 
many qualities of the author who could 
write ‘‘March Hares.’’ ‘They are full 
of details, which undoubtedly were drawn 
from Mr. Frederic’s early experience of the 
cold Winters of Oneida County and a certain 
amount of sturdy poverty. The boys whom 
he chooses for his heroes are not afraid of cold 
or of work, and do not hesitate to confront 
hardship in order to doa kindness for a friend. 

They have simple, primitive tastes, and 
their pleasures are those that involve a skillful 
use of hand and eye, and a considerable 
amount of physical courage. They are not 
afraid to confess their sins, and nothing seems 
to them so little commendable as to sink and 
fail in the presence of personal danger. At 
the same time they have hearts that are gentle 
toward the weak, and impulses of protection. 
In the first story Job, the ‘‘ hired boy’’ of a 
milk dealer, whose place was on the table-lands 
of the Adirondack region, finds an opportunity 
to save the life of a comrade, who has deserted 
from the army in order to look after his old 
father. In time of war the moral of the tale 
might be a somewhat precarious one, as Mr. 
Frederic, with characteristic ardor, justifies 
the desertion and demands the sympathy of 
the reader for the deserter. In the second 
story a little drummer boy plays a curious part 
in the battle of the Wilderness. He is taken 
from a village home, which isdescribed with 
the fidelity of close associations. 
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The English stories go back to the Wars of 
the Roses, and are told with a delightful 
mingling of modernity with the old warlike 
spirit to the expression of which Mr. Frederic 
was so well adapted. The tale of the boy 
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Forgive me that I hear Thy creeds, 
Unawed and unafraid ; 

They are too small for one whose ears 
Have heard God's organ played ; 

Who in wide, noble solitudes 
In simple faith has prayed.

Octave Thanet treats of the steel foundries 
and the plow mills in her stories, about work 
and the ‘‘ workingman,’’ with the zeal and 
‘*realism’’ of a Balzac. She has all the 
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technique of the rolling mills, so to speak, at 
her finger ends. One must read some of her 
pages carefully to get their full effect, and 
even then his wonder at her knowledge may be 
so great as to imperil the illusion of her 
fiction. When he is asked to believe that the 
‘“‘heater’’ flings 
his tools noisily in- 
to the ‘‘bosh’’ and 
the ‘‘ drag-down ”’ 
and ‘‘charger”’ 
look askance while 
the ‘‘helper’’ walks 
over to the ‘‘roll- 
er,’’ by way of pre- 
lude to a tale of 
love, heroism, and 
labor, one may re 
call the walrus and 
the carpenter and 
their interview of 
joyous memory, 
and pause to think 
of Lewis Carroll’s 
fun while Octave 
Thanet’s great seri- 
ousness goes for 
next to nothing. 
Yet it must be 
admitted that the 
presses have not 
turned out lately 
a batch of tales of 
more vital interest 
than these. The 
author not only un- 
derstands the tech- 
nical side of labor. 
She knows, too, 
the laborer in all 
his moods, in pros- 
perity and adver- 
sity, when times 
are good and he 
can buy melodeons

Mr. Max Pemberton seems stead- 
ily to gain both facility and power 
as a writer of romance. In ‘‘ The 
Phantom Army ’’ he has produced 
a tale which is not only striking, 
so far as its central idea is con- 
cerned, but is wrought out with 
admirable care and attention to 
detail. The central idea is the ex- 
istence of a man who believes that 
he has inherited the spirit and suc- 
ceeded to the destiny of Napoleon, 
and who, having gathered around 
him in a mountain stronghold on 
the northern frontier of Spain a 
force composed of half the dis- 
contented spirits and soldiers of 
fortune of Europe, believes that 
he has it in his power to lay the 
foundation of a world-wide empire. 
His own followers, and the Euro- 
pean police who are anxious to 
track him to his lair, are puzzled 
by certain characteristics of his for 
which they cannot account. He 
seems to have the supernatural 
power of being in two places at the 
same moment, whilst the energy of 
his movements seems to enable him 
to annihilate space and to defy 
adverse circumstances. To him 
comes an English recruit, a certain 
Captain Noel Falconer, who, hav- 
ing been ‘‘ stone-broke’’ in London, 
is compelled to seek his fortunes 
abroad. Falconer joins the phantom 
army, however, not so much as a 
mere adventurer, but as the emis- 
sary of the woman whom he loves. This is Isa- 
belle de Gavarnie, the daughter of a great Span- 
ish nobleman who had died under the Carlist 
flag, and, dying, had enjoined upon his daugh- 
ter the duty of marrying Lorenzo, the new 
Napoleon, in whom the old Carlist believed 
that he saw the destined regenerator of Europe.

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A TALE OF ANCIENT ROME. 


DomiTIA. By S. Baring-Gould, author of ‘‘ Court 
Royal,’’ etc. Illustrated by Izora C. Chandler.

Eight years ago Mr. Baring-Gould was in 
Rome and Florence collecting material for his 
‘‘ Tragedy of the Ceesars.’’ One sculptured 
face, though it did not come within the scope 
of his work, held him irresistibly, and has 
haunted him, he tells us, ever since. It was 
the face of Domitia Longina, the unhappy 
wife of the Czesar Domitian. The bust itself 
was taken about the time of her luckless mar- 
riage with Lamia. In the Capitoline Gallery 
is another of her taken some 
years later. Finally she may be 
seen in the Florence Gallery as 
she appeared after the death of 
Domitian. And so Mr. Baring- 
Gould tells what he thinks was 
the inner life’s tale as revealed 
to him by the study of that series 
of portraits. It is a good idea ; 
and, to make it the more intelli- 
gible and interesting, illustra- 
tions are given of the three busts 
which inspired the author to 
write the book. Given alone the 
story of Domitia’s life would be 
too hopelessly gloomy for most 
people’s tastes, and the author 
has been careful to blend comedy 
with the tragic elements of his 
book. The lady Duilia, Domi- 
tia’s mother, indeed, approaches 
very near to burlesque in some 
of her foolish, shallow-minded 
ways, and her suspiciously mod- 
ern idea of the advantages of 
Push. The background, of 
course, is historically correct, 
and the carefully worked-up 
studies of Roman life in the de- 
cadent days of Nero and his 
successors are drawn with all 
the charm and power of Mr. 
Baring-Gould’s able and versatile 
pen. Domitian, by his profligacy 
and cruelty, becomes a second 
Nero, of which he gives early 
signs by the seizure of Domitia 
on her marriage day. Lamia 
(‘‘one cut out of the old rock 
of which were the ancient 
Romans, and not of the Tiberine 
mud of which the present gene- 
ration are moulded’’—to quote 
the words of his adopted mother ) 
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is only spared by the promise wrung from 
Domitia to wed her heartless captor. Not 
much of the sunshine of life is left for Domitia 
then ; and when, years later, she is freed from 
this bondage by her imperial husband’s death, 
she recovers her still faithful Lamia only 
when he has been murdered. Her remaining 
years, however, are full of hope and spiritual 
happiness, for she seeks and finds refuge in the 
new faith of Christianity.

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in the Philippine archipelago in 1887-88, and in 
1890 visited the islands a second time and 
remained there two years and eight months. 
The author had exceptional opportunities of 
acquiring information, having spent some time 
in every one of the larger islands, and having 
mingled with all classes of the people, from 
the highest Spanish officials to the wildest 
savages. ‘The comprehensive knowledge that 
he thus secured will be found set forth in the 
book before us, which he has prefaced with 
a brief account of the principal in the history 
of the archipelago. 

At the beginning of the seventeenth 
century the hostilities between the 
Spanish and the Dutch extended to 
the Philippines. The Hollanders not 
infrequently sent strongly armed ves- 
sels to capture the Mexican treasure 
ships, thereby inflicting heavy losses 
upon the colonies. Prof. Worcester 
says that a detailed account of the 
naval engagements which took place 
in Philippine waters at this period 
would fill a volume. At one time a 
formidable Dutch fleet arrived off 
Manila Bay at a time when the Gov- 
ernor was ill-prepared. to repel an 
attack, and had the advantage been 
pressed the capital might have been 
taken and the history of the Philip- 
pines been changed. Delay enabled 
the Spaniards to concentrate their re- 
s urces, and they eventually routed 
the Dutch fleet in the battle of Playa 
Honda. Though reprisals followed, 
the Dutch never succeeded in effecting 
a permanent lodgment in the Philip- 
pines. They captured, however, a 
Spanish colony in Formosa, but were 
themselves driven out of that island 
by the Chinese twenty years later. 
After half a century of strife they 
ceased to molest the Spaniards and 
concentrated their energy on the de- 
velopment of their own East Indian 
possessions, which lay further south. 

An event of importance in the his- 
tory of the Archipelago was the first 
miassacre of Chinese. Prof. Worces-

of Mindanao, which is nearly as 
large as Pennsylvania. Until recently next to 
nothing was known of its interior. The 
scenery in Mindanao is described as particu- 
larly fine. Extinct volcanoes are numerous, 
and there are several active ones, the most 
famous of which is Mount Apo, which rises 
toa height of 10,312 feet. After landing at 
Zamboanga, the oldest of the Spanish settle- 
ments in Mindanao, our author’s party pro- 
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ceeded to Ayala, which may be regarded as 
the type of the villages of decent, civilized 
natives under Spanish control. 

Before taking leave of this book, we would 
say a word about Cebu, partly because the 
island occupies an important strategic position 
in the centre of the archipelago, and partly 
because the Germans are 
said to have desired to ac- w- 
quire it. The island itself 
is somewhat smaller than 
our State of Delaware. As 
being the site of the first 
Spanish settlement in the 
Philippines, the town of 
Cebu is a place of con- 
siderable historic interest. 
Up to 1571 it was the capi- 
tal of the colony, and up 
to 1759 it continued to 
have a municipal govern- 
ment, which was then abol- 
ished, because there was 
but one Spaniard in the 
place capable of being a 
city councillor. The muni- 
cipal government was not 
restored until 1890. The 
city is on the east coast of 
the island, a little north of 
itscentre. The population 
at the time of our author’s 
visit was computed at 
10,000. ‘The town was 
clean and well built, and, 
what is unusual in the Phil- 
ippines, fairly good carriage 
roads led out from it for 
some distance in several 
directions.

JOHN SPLENDID. 

THE TALE OF A POOR GENTLEMAN AND THE LITTLE 
WaRs OF LORNE. By Neil Munro. 457 pp.

Varied influences are visible in this 
story which Mr. Neil Munro has given 
us, but it is needless to trace the 
literary ancestry of a very fine piece 
of work which has distinct merits 
of its own. Mr. Munro knows his 
own purpose, and follows it through- 
out the story with steady aim. He 
has given us a tale of adventure of 
the kind which Stevenson, and, after 
Stevenson, Crockett, have made famil- 
iar to us. But there is so much more 
than mere adventure in ‘‘ John Splen- 
did’’ that now and again we seem 
to catch some faint, far-off echoes of 
Scott himself in its pages. For Mr. 
Munro gives us character as well as 
incident, and history—from the wide 
philosophic point of view—as well as 
romance. The adventures of his story 
are indeed, upon the whole, its least 
satisfactory feature. They are numer- 
ous and stirring ; they bespeak great 
ingenuity in invention, and they are 
narrated with more than ordinary care 
and skill. But they do not stir the 
blood of the reader as some simpler 
narratives have done. The very elabo- 
ration of the plot, the minute care in 
painting individual scenes, tends to 
weaken the effect upon the reader. 
Mr. Munro has still to learn the 
supreme art which enables the story- 
teller to reach the heart of his auditor 
with a few strokes of the pen. But when 
we turn from the mere story of adven- 
ture to the descriptions of indivi- 
duals and types which the book gives 
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us, we can have nothing but praise for ‘‘ John 
Splendid.’’ Its author has made himself 
master of the secrets of the Celtic nature, as 
that nature is found in the man of the Western 
Highlands, and he gives us here a wonderful 
analysis of certain typical men of the race. 
The scene of the story is laid at Inverary and 
in the adjacent Highlands. It is natural 
enough, therefore, that the Marquis 
of Argyll should be one of the con- 
spicuous figures in the book. The 
portrait painted of this particular 
Marquis is convincing and lifelike, 
perhaps because of its very weak- 
ness ; but it is upon John Splendid, 
Argyll’s kinsman, that Mr. Munro 
has concentrated his strength. The 
picture is left unfinished. It is 
probable, indeed, that the author 
means to let us hear more of John 
Splendid in the future. But, un- 
finished though it be, it is a bril- 
liant work of art, in which every 
touch of the brush seems to suggest 
something to the mind of the spec- 
tator.

OBITUARY 


HAROLD FREDERIC died October tgth, at Henley, 
England. Mr. Frederic was born at Utica, N Y., on 
August I9, 1856. He joined the staff of the Utica 
Odserver in 1876, and four years later became editor of 
that paper. He was the editor of the Albany Journal 
from 1882 to 1884, when he went to London as the 
correspondent of the 7imes. His first long novel was 
‘* Seth's Brother’s Wife,’’ and was published in 1887. 
This was followed bv ‘‘In the Valley ’’ (1889); ‘‘ The 
Lawton Girl’’ (1899) ; ‘‘ The Return of the O’ Mahony”’ 
(1892); ‘*‘The Copperhead’’ (1894); ‘‘ Marsena’’ 
(1895); ‘*The Damnation of Theron Ware’”’ and 
‘*March Hares’’ (1896); ‘‘ Gloria Mundi’’ (1898). 
Practically all of this fiction was composed to illus- 
trate American life. ‘‘The Damnation of Theron 
Ware’”’ and ‘‘ March Hares”’ achieved great popu- 
larity, especially in England, where ‘‘ The Damnation 
of Theron Ware’’ was published under the name 
of ‘‘Illumination.’”’ In 1892 he published the 
results of his observations in Russia in book form with 
the title ‘‘The New Exodus, a Study of Israel in 
Russia.’’ He also published in book form an inter- 
esting study of the character and public career of 
William II. of Germany, under the title of ‘‘ The 
Young Emperor.”’ N.Y. Tribune. 


Cor. GEORGE E. WARING, JR., died in New York 
City, October 28. He was born in Poundridge, West- 
chester County, N. Y., July 4, 1833. Colonel Waring 
was the author of several works which are text-books 
in agricultural and scientific schools. His best-known 
books are ‘‘ Elements of Agriculture,’’ ‘‘ Drainage for 
Profit and Drainage for Health,’’ ‘‘ Handy Book of Hus-

Mr. Perris, it is quite clear, has studied his subject so 
admiringly and so thoroughly, and has at his command 
such ample material, that he might have given us an 
excellent ‘‘study in personal evolution”’ if he had 
known howto present his facts But he has spoiled his 
good matter by his most execrable manner of writing. 
He is like a full bottle held up with the narrow neck 
downwards, and can only empty himself with much 
splutter and gurgling. When, for instance, his sub- 
ject takes him to the consideration of social conditions 
in Russia, he must needs pause to ask ‘‘ How long, 
Lord?”’ and to sprinkle his page with notes of excla- 
mation and personal ejaculations. He is continually 
leaving his subject in that way, while he inflicts little 
spasmodic asides, expressive of his own temperament, 
upon the reader. He may congratulate himself upon 
a distinct accomplishment in that he is able to hold 
the reader’s interest in some degree in his subject, 
and to enable us to see and understand something of 
Tolstoy, even under the handicap of such a style.

A character-sketch, by a friend of forty years’ stand- 
ing, who during much of that time came into the 
closest personal touch with Mr. Gladstone. Gladstone 
as a worker, as an orator, as a party leader, as the 
head of a family, and as a Christian, is depicted ad- 
miringly, but without the undue eulogy into which 
the author ingenuously confesses his fear of falling. 
A particularly interesting chapter is that relating to 
‘* his opinions of others ’’—those ‘‘ others,’’ including 
Sir Robert Peel, Sidney Herbert, John Bright, and 
Lord Randolph Churchill, whose ‘‘ nimble minded- 
ness’’ seems principally to have impressed the 
statesman. 


PERSONAL Forces of the Period. By T. H. S. 
Escott, author of ‘‘Social Transformations of the 
Victorian Age,’”’ etc. 328 pp. Indexed. I2mo,

Mr. Escott has ventured upon an experiment which 
in less skillful hands would mean inevitable and dis- 
astrous failure. To be explicit, he has essayed to 
depict ‘‘the personal forces of the period,’’ the said 
forces being political, legal, social, clerical, academi- 
cal, military, literary, and artistic. The book opens 
appropriately enough with a chapter on the Court; 
then there follow chapters on Lord Salisbury, the 
Duke and Duchess of Devonshire, Lord Rosebery, 
Sir Charles Dilke and Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, the 
Brothers Balfour, Sir William Harcourt, Lord Wolse- 
ley, Lord Charles Beresford, Lord Russell of Killowen, 
the Rothschilds, the 777es, Dr. Stubbs, Canon Gore, 
Nonconformity, George Meredith, Alfred Austin, 
London Hostess, Cecil Rhodes, and W. W. Astor. It 
will thus be seen that the personal forces dealt with 
are exceedingly varied. In the second chapter an 
interesting parallel is drawn between the career of 
Benjamin Disraeli and Robert Cecil; this is indeed 
the best of the political articles, though the sketch 
of Lord Rosebery is also good. Lord Wolseley is 
handsomely described, and there is much in the 
paper on the Rothschilds to interest the multitude, 
But literary people will find the chapter on ‘‘ George 
Meredith and his Disciples’’ by far the best in the 
book.

To show the closeness of the friendly bonds which 
united Wilberforce, not only to his family, but tosome 
of the most distinguished men of his time, and to 
William Pitt especially, was the object of publishing 
these papers and letters in 1897. The letters from 
Pitt to Wilberforce, which were found in a disused 
cupboard, are interesting as an example of the warm 
affection which may exist between two public men 
ranged on radically differentsides. The home letters 
to his daughter, Elizabeth, and his son, Samuel, deal 
in part with religious matters, and those written to 
the latter are from the collection of six hundred epis- 
tles written by the father to the son. The 
sketch of Pitt by Wilberforce is appropriately in- 
cluded in the book, which is handsomely printed on 
beautiful paper, and contains fine portraits of Wilber- 
force, hisson Samuel, Pitt, and an engraving of the 
famous ‘‘ Wilberforce oak,’’ under which the philan- 
thropist announced his decision to bring the slave 
trade to an end.

Mrs. Black, who writes this volume of the ‘‘ Famous 
Scots Series,’’ is careful to explain that her little 
book does not occupy any great part of the ground 
that will be covered by the life which is to be written 
by Mr. Sidney Colvin; nor will the reader suppose 
that her work is in the nature of a complete biog- 
raphy. It is, as she says, ‘‘only a reminiscence and 
an appreciation by one who, in the old days between 
1869 and 1880, knew him and his home circle well.’’ 
From this point of viewit is possible that the half 
may be greater than the whole. In the case ofa 
literary man, his character is often more interesting 
than his career, so that the appreciation of a private 
friend—and we do not forget that Mr. Colvin also was 
an intimate friend—has a value of itsown. We lay 
no particular stress on Mrs. Black’s criticism of 
Stevenson’s work, or on her biographical facts, with- 
out which even a short volume such as this could not 
be said to be complete. Her best chapters are those 
which speak of his parentage and his younger days ; 
and in these we have a strongly-drawn picture of the 
clever but desultory lad, the imaginative child of a 
family whose ability was always of a thoroughly 
practical kind. A complete life of Stevenson is not 
yet before the public; but of the man himself Mrs. 
Black, writing from her own recollections, has given 
us an attractive estimate. London Times

She 
regards Mary Wollstonecraft as the first pioneer and 
champion of what are loosely called Woman’s Rights, 
and desires to place her opinions in a favorable light 
before the public, or at least to show the sincerity 
and ability with which they were advanced. Our 
readers will probably agree with us in thinking that 
it is possible to regard Mary Wollstonecraft, whether 
sinning, sinned against, or both, with sympathy, but 
without assenting to her philosophy. It may even be 
held that her philosophy is no longer a living thing, 
but.a matter of historical interest alone. Certainly, 
there is no doubt as to the historical interest that 
attaches to her and her writings. She made a name 
for herself in politics and literature, especially as the 
author of a reply to Burke’s ‘‘ Reflections on the 
French Revolution.”’

It is all mystery and melan- 
choly. Yet it is a singularly enthralling story, with 
one of the subtlest analyses of a feminine mind that 
even Mr. James has yet produced.

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is the irresistible charm of a loving woman, and it is 
like leaving a funeral for a wedding to turn to it from 
the gloom of ‘‘ The Turn of the Screw.’’ ‘‘ Covering 
End,”’ as the second story is called, is the name of a 
venerabie, romantic seat of an old English family, 
now so heavily mortgaged that the young heir is wil- 
ling to give it up for ever.

journey from Kolguev to the Pechora River, and 
thence across the north-western part of Russia to 
Archangel, Vologda, and St. Petersburg. Russian 
names are always stumbling-blocks to Englishmen 
who do not know the language. The author realized 
this, and asked a friend who knew Russian to over- 
haul the names in the book, with the result that there 
are signs of pedantry in this respect. The author’s 
remarks about his passport being required on enter- 
ing Germany are surprising. The Germans do not 
as a rule ask one for a passport, but the Russians 
require passport regulations to be complied with both 
on entering and on leaving the country. If a for- 
eigner’s passport has not been ‘‘ written out ’’ by the 
police and visé at the Foreign Office in St. Petersburg 
or some branch establishment in Moscow or else- 
where, he will not be allowed to leave the country. 

We therefore imagine that it must have been the 
Russian officials on the Russo-German frontier who 
stopped Mr. Trevor-Battye, and not the Germans. 
In other respects the author is correct in all his state- 
ments. His book is well written, and it is interest- 
ing, inasmuch as new ground is described—ground 
which has hitherto been a /erra incognita to English- 
men.
